N THE last decade the emphasis upon 
subject matter of art books has shifted 
somewhat from an interest in the clas- 

sic, and the familiar art of the West, to 
that of folk art and of the entire globe. 
This broadening range and changing taste 
have introduced new ideas and different 
styles of pictorial art. 

Although illustration in art books has 
always played an important part in their 
make-up, with the newer techniques of 
color printing and reproduction available, 
a higher standard is expected of the finer 
art book of today. Books chosen for spe- 
cial purchase or memorial gifts should 
show beautiful color plates, exact in tone 
and value; clear and clean-cut illustra- 
tions, or superb photography, sharp in 
outline, attractive in design, and lovely 
in composition. 

Because art books are so varied in their 
format, and so wide in their choice of 
subject, no one list can even venture to 
suggest the 
titles. It can only serve as a guide to the 


perfect selection of basic 
more available fine art books of today, 
and stand as an indication of what has 
met the public demand in a particular 
art library. Although most of the books on 
this list were brought out in 1946 or 1947, 
1945 titles have been included 
because of their importance. 

The first of the earlier publications is 
Masterpieces of Painting from the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art by Cairns and 
Walker. Its 85 large color plates are out- 
standing examples of fine color reproduc- 
tion; the selection of paintings, ranging 
from the thirteenth century to Cezanne, 
represents a choice of world 
masterpieces. Pertinent comments on the 
paintings and their history add to the 
value of a book which is of especial inter- 
est in this country because the originals 
are in our national capital.

Good 
photographic illustrations bring out the 
high lights of polished marble and _ the 
texture of carved wood; the sculpture has 
a simplicity of inspiration for the amateur 

Arthur Pope is a distinguished authority 
and the author of the great six-volume 
publication by Oxford on the history of 
Persian art. His 1945 title, Masterpieces 
of Persian Art, is the first of a forthcom- 
ing 20-volume comprehensive series ol 
Masterpieces of Oriental Art. This single 
volume on the art of Persia is a compat! 
book, attractive in format, with excellent 
photography and several color plates 
Supplemental text by three authoritie 
gives the cultural and historical back 
ground needed to understand the rich ar 
of Persia as shown in its bronze, pottery 
illumination, and textiles. 

Among recent books on the art of thi 
East, Bachhofer’s Short History of Chines 
Art is somewhat similar to the Persia!

George Rowley, curator of Far Easter! 
art at Princeton University, has writtef 
Principles of Chinese Painting, the fir 
synthesis of stylistic principles in th 
painting. It is a Western approach to 4 
interpretation of the Chinese feeling {9 
basic design, and is helpful in giving 4 
understanding of Chinese culture. Forty 
eight plates, ranging from hand scrol 
to hanging paintings, show subject matte 
embodying motifs from a_ variety 
themes. The volume is one of the dig 
tinguished “Princeton Monographs in A 
and Archaeology.” 

A New York Museum of Modern 4! 
publication on Arts of the South Seas 
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Ralph Linton and Paul S. Wingert, in 
collaboration with Rene D’Harnoncourt 
and Miguel Covarrubias, is the first com- 
prehensive survey in English on the art of 
the Oceanian Islands. This is a fascinating 
work on the aboriginal and primitive art 
of the Pacific; its copious illustrations, 
some in color, are a source of basic design 
for craft workers, while its pages are in- 
formative to the globe traveler or returned 
G.I. from the Pacific. 

Entirely different in content but still of 
the East is Early Christian Mosaics from 
the Fourth to the Seventh Centuries, by 
W. F. Volbach, curator of the Museo 
Sacro at the Vatican. Fourteen color 
plates reflect in jeweled mosaics of Italy 
the art and culture of the Byzantine age. 

Both of permanent importance and of 
timely interest is a pictorial work on great 
European architecture, the Lost Treasures 
of Europe by Henry Adams LaFarge. 
Over 400 iovely photographs show the old 
buildings of Europe, heritage of archi- 
tecture, as they were before war des- 
troyed them. Most of them are entirely 
gone; a few of the views show them as 
they are today.

While many of the finest art books are 
foreign publications, when the illustra- 
tions are predominant and the text sup- 
plemental, a knowledge of the language 
is unnecessary for their enjoyment. One 
such is Paris, Mon Coeur, easily obtained 
in this country. With the exception of a 
short French text, it is entirely pictorial 


and typically French in the colorful and 
sparkling picture it gives, both today and 
yesterday, of the life and customs and 
fashion of the capital of France. Her 
architectural background and literary and 
historical past are fully covered in this 
volume of over 300 photographs and color 
plates. 

Also easily obtained here is another 
French book of pictures, Anges, a Pierre 
Tisne’ edition. It is similar to others so 
well liked by the person interested in 
religious art or the church. One hundred 
and fifty-two black-and-white plates, in- 
cluding 24 in color, show angels as depict- 
ed throughout the centuries. The plates 
range from a sixth-century Italian mo- 
saic to a modern painting by the twen- 
tieth-century French artist, Rouault. 

For those who appreciate delicate and 
beautiful drawing, there is a two-volume 
work on the Drawings in the Fogg Mu- 
seum of Art, compiled by Agnes Mongan 
and Paul J. Sachs. Volume one is a 
critical catalog raisonné of over 800 master 
drawings by European artists. Four hun- 
dred reproductions compose the second 
volume of plates, including many that 
have never before been reproduced. 

Related to drawing, but of another age 
and world, is Portrait of Latin America; 
As Seen by Her Print Makers. Anne 
Lyon Haight is the editor of this new 
world collection of contemporary prints 
from 18 Latin American countries. In the 
media of lithograph, etching, dry point, 
and woodcut, the cultural life of Latin 
America is revealed through the creative 
mind and temperament of the artist. This 
is a concrete small volume not. linsited in 
appeal to the student of graphic arts; it 
is also a nice example of good folk art. 

We are well aware of the charm and 
attraction of the earlier Spanish and Por- 
tuguese of Latin 
America, but her contemporary building 
is the rival of any in its treatment of func- 
tional style. Goodwin’s Brazil Builds; 
Architecture New and Old, 1652-1942 is 
a revelation of the advance in architecture 


colonial architecture 
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which has been made by our southern 
neighbor; her modern houses and sky- 
scrapers a definite reflection of the char- 
acter of the country. Over 200 photo- 
graphs by the _ architect-photographer 
G. E. Kidder Smith, and nearly 200 pages 
of text in English and Portuguese, make 
up a book which should be read and 
studied by anyone interested in modern 
architecture. 

Stefan Lorant’s work on The New 
World is on this list because of its text 
value as a source book to the student of 
American social life and history, and 
because it shows the earliest authentic 
paintings of aboriginal life of America. 
These were done by two artist-narrators, 
Jacques le Moyne de Morgues, a French- 
man in the Huguenot settlement in Flor- 
ida, 1562-1565, and by John White, Eng- 
lish governor of the second Raleigh col- 
ony, 1585-1590. Both groups of pictures 
of the early life, flora, and fauna of Amer- 
ica were engraved by a sixteerith-century 


Flemish contemporary, Theodore de Bry. 
Bringing to its pages the rich tradition 
of folk art as it flowered in this country, 


Frances Lichten, in Folk Art of Rural 
Pennsylvania, has made a major contri- 
bution to the knowledge of American 
design—hboth by historical text and by gay 
color plates. The design motifs chosen 
are so simple and sizable that they can 
be copied if need be by the aspiring ama- 
teur. 

Also displaying design originality is the 
art of the stage and the ballet. Art in 
Modern Ballet, by George Amberg, is the 
first comprehensive record in the field of 
modern ballet design; it commences with 
Serge de Diaghilev’s Ballet Russe, and 
the great Bakst. Names of famous con- 
temporary painters of foreign countries 
are included among the 200 black-and- 
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white and eight color plates of inspira- 
tional value to the artistic world. 

Of the mass of bibliographic material on 
the widely publicized Picasso, one of the 
newest efforts to interpret him is the 
recent work by Harriet and Sidney Janis, 
Picasso, the Recent Years, 1939-1946. It 
is a successful attempt to give an under- 
standing of his painting during the war 
years, and an explanation of his tech- 
nique and his politics; it makes one aware 
of the spirit and the mental image in the 
mind of this strange and unusual artist. 

Guptill’s Norman Rockwell, Illustrator 
is a recent book on the life and work of 
a popular American illustrator, sometimes 
called the Howard Pyle of today, and 
known to everyone through his Saturday 
Evening Post covers. He is a portrayer 
of the small human events of everyday 
life, and his illustration can be under- 
stood by all; the book is a marvel of good 
reproduction and color work. 

Christ-Janer’s Boardman Robinson is a 
biography of a successful American artist 
and art teacher, versatile as illustrator or 
painter, and working in water color, oil, 
or pencil alike. Excellent reproductions 
of his work, some in color, add interest 
to a book which also gives a _ colorful 
glimpse of the art world of his day. 

Because the field of literature in modern 
illustration is so limited, a last and essen- 
tial title for any library or art book 
purchaser would be Watson’s Forty Illus- 
trators and How They Work. This is a 
compilation of articles on the different 
illustrators who have appeared in the 
American Artist magazine, and which 
describes the training, creative processes, 
and techniques of a comprehensive group 
of illustrators working in every medium. 
Copious illustrations, many in color and 
in detail, make this a volume of interest 
to amateur or artist alike.

Al- 
though he died before he was successful, his 
principles have remained in the New world. 
The best writing comes in his long battle to 
bring his men down the river to safety, faced 
with hunger, insects, the jungle, hostile na- 
tives, and the treachery of some of his own 
countrymen including one of the priests.
